The  subscribing  Commissioners  of  highways  for  the  Town 
of  North  Hempstead  in  the  County  of  Queens,  have  this 
day  surveyed  and  laid  out  the  following  parcels  of  land  for 
public  highways,  to  be  kept  open  for  the  purpose  of  Water- 
ing Creatures  and  making  convenient  roads  to  and  from 
Success  Pond  to  the  highway  now  leading  round  said  Pond 
on  the  Easterly  and  Southerly  sides  thereof.  Viz, 

One  road  running  from  the'  land  of  Nath'l  Williams 
Southerly  to  the  land  of  John  Haviland,  Twenty  Eight  rods 
in  length,  and  three  rods  wide,  bounded  on  the  East  by 
Nath'l  Williams  land  and  Blacksmith  shop,  and  the  lot  of 
land  enclosed  by  Samuel  and  John  Woolley,  and  Westerly 
by  said  pond,  part  of  said  three  rods  in  width  being  gener- 
ally in  the  water. 

One  road  five  rods  wide,  running  from  the  highway  that 
leads  from  Great  Neck  to  Hempstead,  Westerly  down  by 
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and  adjoining  the  North  end  of  the  lot  of  Samiicl  and  John 
Woolley,  till  it  intersects  the  road  leading  by  the  pond 
from  the  land  of  Nath'l  Williams  to  the  land  of  John  Havi- 
land.

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At  a  s])ecial  Town  meeting  held  in  North  Hempstead  on 
the  5th  day  of  August  1820,  Called  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
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sideriiig  the  propriety  of  commencing  a  suit  to  obtain  a 
partition  of  the  undivided  lands  Beaches  and  Marshes  lying 
in  the  Towns  of  Hempstead  and  North  Hempstead. 

The  following  resolutions  passed  by  a  vote  of  the  Free- 
holders and  inhabitants  then  present. 

Resolved,  That  the  Supervisor  &  Clerk  of  this  Town  be 
and  are  hereby  authorized  in  behalf  of  the  Freeholders 
and  inhabitants  thereof  To  commence  and  prosecute  to 
efiect  a  suit  at  law  or  in  equity  for  obtaining  a  partition  of 
all  the  undivided  lands  in  the  patent  of  Hempstead  situate 
in  and  belonging  to  the  several  Freeholders  and  Inhabitants 
of  the  said  Towns  of  Hempstead  and  North  Hemp'd  in 
common.  That  the  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual 
Town  meeting  to  act  as  advisors  to  the  Supervisor  and  Town 
Clerk  be  and  are  hereby  continued  a  Committee  to  consult 
assist  and  advise  with  the  Supervisor  and  Town  Clerk  in  all 
matters  and  Things  having  relation  to  the  business  of  this 
Town  and  the  prosecution  of  the  suit  to  be  instituted 
against  the  Freeholders  and  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Hempstead. 

That  the  said  Committee  be  authorized  as  above  to  agree 
on  and  nominate  suitable  persons  for  Commissioners  to 
make  paititiou  of  said  lands  or  agree  on  such  Commission- 
ers with  such  persons  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Free- 
holders and  Inhabitants  of  Hempstead  for  that  purpose,  if 
any  be  appointed. 

Resolved,  That  the  said  Committee  l)e  and  are  hereby 
authorized  for  that  purpose  on  the  proportion  of  the  Free- 
holders and  Inhabitants  of  each  of  the  said  Towns  in  the 
undivided  lands. 

Resolved,  That  the  said  Committee  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  on  behalf 
of  the  Town  as  may  be  necessary  to  prosecute  the  said  suit, 
and  report  the  same,  and  also  what  they  have  done  in  the 
said  suit  at  the  next  annual  Town  meeting  or  at  any  special 
Town  meeting  before  that  time. 
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That  the  Supervisor  and  Town  Clerk  be  required  to  report 
at  the  next  and  every  future  Town  meetiu<4  a  particular 
account  of  all  sums  expended  by  them  for  tlie  use  of  the 
Town,  together  with  a  detail'd  Statement  of  their  expences 
and  services  in  conducting  the  above  suit.

The  manner  by  which  Success  Pond  was  furnished  with 
yellow  perch  orriginally  there  were  no  Yellow  Perch  in  the 
waters  of  the  Pond  at  Success  in  this  Town.  In  the  year 
1790,  Samuel  L.  Mitchell,  then  a  resident  of  North  Hemp'd, 
and  shortly  afterwards  a  member  of  Assembly  for  Queens 
County,  in  company  with  Uriah  Mitchell,  then  Sheriff  of 
Queens,  brought  them  from  Eochomkama  pond  in  Suffolk 
Count}'.  Those  Gentlemen  went  in  a  waggon  for  the  ex- 
press purpose  of  transporting  alive  some  of  the  Yellow 
perch  from  Pochoukama  to  Success.  They  took  about 
three  Dozen  of  those  who  had  been  wounded  most  superfi- 
cially by  the  hook,  and  dismissed  all  of  them  but  two  into 
Success  Pond,  vigorous  enough  to  Swim  away.  This  they 
were  enabled  to  do  by  iilliug  a  large  Chum  with  the  water 
of  Rochonkama  pond  and  putting  so  few  fishes  into  it,  that 
there  was  no  necessity  of  changing  it  on  the  road  ;  and  by 
driving  steadily  on  a  walk,  the  whole  distance  of  Forty 
miles,  without  stopping  to  refresh  either  man  or  Horse. 

From  these  individuals  the  multiplicity  of  Yellow  perch  in 
Success  pond,  and  the  neighboring  waters,  have  proceeded. 
Doctor  Mitchell  in  his  Memior  on  the  fishes  of  New  York, 
printed  in  the  first  volume  of  the  transactions  of  the  Literary 
and  philosophical  Societ}'  of  New  York,  has  described  this 
fish  under  the  name  of  ^^ Bod'uniKs  jiaceii(eni<,''  believing  it  to 
be  a  species  not  before  known  to  naturalists. 
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The  manner  in  wliicli  the  light  house  at  the  extremity  of 
Cow  Neck  in  the  Town  of  North  Hempstead,  came  to  be 
built. 

As  long  ago  as  1790,  Samuel  L.  Mitchell  was  so  strongly 
convinced  that  a  lighthouse  ought  to  be  built  on  Sand's 
point,  that  he  and  Samuel  Wood,  surveyed  it  by  chain  and 
compass,  that  year.  In  1805,  during  an  excursion  on  board 
the  Active  Revenue  Cutter,  while  commanded  by  Cap't 
Caleb  Brewster,  the  expediency  of  such  a  light  house  be- 
came the  subject  of  conversation,  and  on  board  of  that 
vessel  were  the  Memorials  written  by  Dr.  Mitchell,  which 
were  circulated  among  coasters,  pilots  &  navigators  for  sub- 
scription All  the  petitions  came  forward  to  Congress  dur- 
ing the  winter  of  1806,  and  that  gentleman,  then  a  Senator 
of  the  United  States,  brought  in  a  bill  for  the  erection  and 
endowment  of  a  light  House  on  Cow  Neck.  It  passed  into 
a  law  January  26th,  1806,  shortly  after  the  State  of  New 
York  ceded  the  Jurisdiction.  Governor  Tompkins  pur- 
chased five  Acres  of  land  for  the  purpose,  from  Mr.  Ben- 
jamin Hewlett,  David  Gelston  Esqr,  Collector  of  the  port 
of  New  York,  issued  proposals  for  the  Construction  of  the 

building,  They  were  accepted  by  Mess'rs  Mason  and 

of  New  London,  and  carried  on  with  so  much  dispatch  that 
the  lantern  was  ready  for  the  reception  of  Oil,  before  the 
end  of  November  1809. 

There  was  a  grand  civic  festival  at  the  place,  at  which 
the  members  of  the  most  respectable  families  in  the  neigh- 
borhood attended;  Samuel  L.  Mitchell  as  the  founder,  was 
honored  with  an  invitation  to  meet  his  fellow  citizens  and 
was  there  on  one  of  the  happiest  occasions  that  had  oc- 
curred within  the  recollection  of  the  numerous  company 
that  Assembled. 
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The  manner  by  which  the  height  of  the  Harbour  hill  in 
North  Hemp'd  was  ascertained. 
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On  the  luorning  of  July  20tli  1816,  The  height  of  the 
Hiiibour  hill  was  determined  by  the  Barometer,  and  found 
to  be  Three  hundred  and  Nineteen  feet  above  high  water 
mark. 

The  way  in  which  this  operation  came  to  be  performed 
was  this,  Samuel  L.  Mitchell  had  in  December  1815,  been 
one  of  the  visitors  of  the  Military  Academy  at  West  Point. 
He  there  received  from  Cap't  Partridge  the  Professor  of 
Engineering  in  the  Academy,  a  list  of  heights  ascertained 
b}^  himself  in  New  Hampshire,  Vermont  and  New  York. 
Dr.  Mitchell  engaged  him  to  come  during  the  ensuing  sum- 
mer and  take  the  altitude  of  the  Harbour  Hill  in  Queens 
Count}'.  Cap't  Partridge  accordingly  called  on  Dr.  Mitchell 
in  New  York  on  the  18tli  of  July,  informing  the  Doctor  that 
he  had  come  from  west  point  prepared  for  the  service.  The 
proper  directions  were  given  to  him,  and  he  with  several 
cadets.  Viz,  Delafield,  Giles  and  Sickels,  proceeded 
with  the  Barometer,  on  foot,  to  Hemp'd  Harbour  on  the 
19th.  The  same  day  Dr.  Mitchell,  Andrew  Ellicott,  the 
famous  Geomatrician  and  astronomer,  Mr.  Griffiths  of  New 
York  and  Mr.  Haines  of  Philadelphia,  followed  them  in  a 
carriage  and  went  to  Judge  Mitchell's  at  Plandome.  The 
Judge  and  his  son  Warren,  accompanied  them  to  the  place 
of  destination,  and  the  two  parties  met  at  the  Harbour  on 
the  20tli  between  break  of  day  &  Sunrise.  The  mercury  in 
the  Barometer  and  Themoneter  was  first  observed  at  the 
level  of  high  tide,  near  the  base  of  the  hill,  and  afterwards 
on  the  highest  knoll  of  the  summit  with  great  nicety  and 
the  conclusion  was  that  the  height  was  three  hundred  and 
nineteen  feet,  an  elevation  28  feet  higher  than  the  most  con- 
siderable height  on  the  Nevesink  hills  in  New  Jersey. 

Mill-stone  Rock,  on  the  premises  of  John  Schenck  Esqr 
North  Hempstead  H.  C.  N.  was  admeasured  by  the  above 
gentlemen  on  the  same  day,  and  ascertained  to  contain  a 
mass  of  granite  above  the  surface  of  the  ground  of  2400 
Cubic  feet. 
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The  three  preceding  pages  of  Historical  sketches  of  local 
iuformatioii  are  a  true  copy  from  the  Original  M.  S.  filed 
in  this  Office.

And 
further  that  Said  Committee  are  hereby  empowered  to  bor- 
row such  sums  of  money,  as  may  be  necessary,  fiom  time 
to  time,  for  the  prosecution  to  effect  of  the  said  suit. 

It  was  rejDorted  to  this  meeting  by  the  Town  Clerk,  that 
there  had  been  one  Hundred  dollars  boiTOwing  and  paid  to 
Thomas  Addis  Enimit  as  Counsel  on  the  part  of  this  Town 
employed  in  the  aforesaid  suit. 

It  was  thereupon  Toted,  that  one  Hundred  and  Ten  dol- 
lars be  raised  to  pay  the  said  sum  of  one  Hundred  dollars 
and  the  Interest  that  may  thereon  accrue  until  collected 
and  paid.

Jows  Denton    (  Submission  of  a  Controversy  to  referees. 
&  others. 


This  was  a  controversy  between  Peter  Titus  on  the  one 
part,  and  Jonas  Denton  &  his  two  brothers,  Joseph  &  Law- 
rence, on  the  other  part,  concerning  the  Title  to  a  certain 
small  piece  of  upland  called  the  "point  of  upland"  contain- 
ing by  estimation  about  half  an  acre,  situate  at  Washburn's 
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neck,  so  called,   in   the   Town   of   Hempstead   in    Qneens 
County. 

The  respective  parties  ])eing  desirous  of  a  full  settlement 
of  the  controversy  upon  principles  of  justice  &  equity,  made 
a  verbal  agreement  in  harmony  and  friendship,  to  submit  to 
three  referees,  being  indifferent  persons  whose  names  are 
hereto  subscribed,  the  consideration  and  final  decision  of 
the  subject  matter  in  dispute,  &  pledged  themselves  to 
abide  &  confirm  whatever  judgement  should  be  rendered 
by  the  referees.  The  referees  according  to  the  request  of 
both  the  said  parties  met  on  the  premises  in  question  in 
order  to  view  the  same  &  to  hear  the  proofs  &  allegations 
of  the  respective  parties,  &  from  a  careful  &  minute  enquiry 
and  examination  into  the  subject,  it  appears.  .That  all  that 
certain  tract  or  parcel  of  land  &  salt  meadow  (of  which  the 
point  of  upland  in  Question  is  a  part)  on  the  south  side  of 
the  Town  of  Hemp'd  called  Washburn's  neck,  was  originally 
taken  up  by,  or  granted  to  six  persons,  who  held  the  same 
as  tenants  in  common  for  many  Years,  That  from  this  ori- 
ginal grant  the  property  has  been  subsequently  convej'ed 
to  some  and  descended  to  otheis  of  the  present  proprietors, 
in  separate  parcels  or  tracts,  that  amongst  the  original 
proprietors,  it  is  said,  that  there  were  three  persons  by  the 
name  of  Smith,  one  other  by  the  name  of  Denton,  &  another 
by  that  of  James  Pine.  That  all  the  present  owners  hold 
their  respective  titles  under  this  original  grant.  That  the 
particular  spot  of  Land  now  in  dispute  between  the  parties, 
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is  in  some  of  the  conveyances  called  "the  point  of  Upland" 
it  is  a  solid  piece  of  upland  surrounded  on  every  side  by 
the  salt  meadow,  except  a  narrow  space  at  the  north  end, 
terminating  at  the  mouth  of  a  road  which  leads  northwardly 
to  the  public  highwaj^  &  that  the  salt  meadow  adjoining 
the  east  &  west  sides  of  this  "point  of  upland"  extends  to  a 
considerable  distance  towards  the  North,  beyond  this  point. 
On  the  part  of  the  said  Peter  Titus  it  is  contended  that  he 
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claims  the  sole  &  exclusive  right  title  &  interest,  in  fee 
simple,  to  the  point  of  upland  in  dispute  under  A'  bj  virtue  of 
a  Deed  of  Conveyance  bearing  date  the  thirtieth  day  of 
May  in  the  Year  Seventeen  hundred  A'  fifty  three,  made  tt 
executed  by  Joseph  Smith,  Benjamin  Smith,  Richard  Smith 
<t  James  Smith,  said  to  be  the  immediate  descendants  of 
one  of  the  original  proprietors  of  Washburn's  neck,  to 
E-ichard  Titus,  father  to  the  said  Peter  &  that  he  relies 
upon  the  following  boundaries  &  description  contained  in 
said  Deed,  as  including  the  said  point  of  upland  in  dispute. 
Viz. 

"All  that  one  equal  half  of  a  certain  lott  of  salt  meadow 
situate  lying  and  being  in  the  Township  of  Hempstead,  on 
a  neck  commonly  called  &  known  by  the  name  of  Wash- 
burn's neck,  the  said  Lott  of  meadow  is  bounded  on  the 
East  by  Epenetus  Piatt's  meadow,  on  the  South  by  the 
Bay,  &  on  the  west  by  Epenetus  Piatt's  meadow,  &  on  the 
north  partly  by  Samuel  Denton's  meadow  &  partly  by  a 
creek  that  runs  between  Washburn's  neck  <fc  the  Cow 
meadow."  It  was  admitted  that  the  remaining  equal  half 
of  the  said  salt  meadow  was  conveyed  at  the  same  time,  by 
the  same  grantors,  to  Peter  Titus  the  elder,  k  brother  to 
the  said  Richard  Titus,  &  that  Richard  Titus  &  his  brother 
Peter  Titus  the  elder,  held  and  occupied  the  said  salt 
meadow  as  tenants  in  common  during  the  life  of  Richard. 
That  after  his  death,  Peter  Titus  the  elder,  &  the  present 
Peter,  made  a  division  of  the  said  salt  meadow  S:  executed 
each  to  the  other,  quit  claim  Deeds  for  their  respective 
portions  of  the  said  meadow,  that  the  portion  which  was 
conveyed  to  Peter  Titus  the  elder,  joined  the  east  side  of 
the  point  of  upland  in  dispute  &  extended  as  far  north  as 
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to  meet  Samuel  Denton's  meadow,  &:  that  the  portion  of  the 
said  meadow  which  was  conveyed  to  the  present  Peter  ad- 
joins the  south  end  of  the  said  point  of  upland,  that  the 
said  point  of  upland  in  dispute  was  not  mentioned,  nor  re- 
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ferred  to  in  either  of  said  quit  claims.  It  is  further  admit- 
ted, that  Peter  Titus  the  elder  in  his  life  time,  or  his  im- 
mediate heirs  since  his  decease,  have  sold  &  conveyed  his 
portion  of  the  said  meadow  to  some  persons  or  persons  out 
of  that  family,  (S:  that  by  subsequent  conveyances  it  has  now 
become  the  property  of  Jonas  Denton,  one  of  the  parties  to 
this  controvers3\  In  addition  to  his  ori^^inal  Deed,  the 
present  Peter  Titus  claims  the  said  point  of  upland  by  ex- 
ercising acts  of  ownership  over  it  so  far  as  to  rent  out  the 
pasture  upon  it  for  more  than  twenty  seasons  in  succession. 
On  the  part  of  the  Denton's  it  is  contended  that  Denton 
their  ancestor,  was  one  of  six  of  the  original  ])roprietors  of 
Washburn's  neck,  &  as  such  w^as  tenant  in  common  to  the 
one  equal  undivided  sixth  part  of  the  point  of  upland  now 
in  dispute,  that  no  conveyance  for  the  same  has  ever  been 
made  by  any  branch  of  the  Denton  family,  but  that  the 
same  has  descended  down  from  father  to  his  children,  &  is 
now  vested  by  right  of  descent  in  the  sons  of  Sam'l  Den- 
ton, parties  to  this  controversy.  That  the  Deeds  from 
Joseph  Smith  &  others  his  brothers,  to  Eichard  Titus  & 
Peter  Titus  the  elder,  admits  Sam'l  Denton  to  be  the  own- 
er of  meadow  adjoining  because  it  is  bounded  on  the  north 
by  Samuel  Denton's  meadow,  that  Joseph  Smith  <t  his 
brothers  were  the  immediate  descendants  of  but  one  of  the 
original  proprietors  &  could  not  of  course  convey  any  more 
than  their  right.  That  they  had  nt>  right  to  convey  an  ab- 
solute title  in  fee  simple  clear  of  Incumbrance  to  the  point 
of  upland  in  dispute,  will  plainly  appear  by  the  rights  of 
others  to  the  said  point.  Thus  it  aj^pears  by  an  ancient  Deed 
dated  the  24th  day  of  Nov'r  1744  executed  liy  James  pine, 
said  to  be  one  of  the  original  proprietors  of  Washburn's 
neck,  to  Jacobus  Monfoort  for  a  certain  piece  of  salt  mead- 
ow on  the  said  neck  &  granting  also  "an  equal  privilege 
on  the  point  for  stacking  hay",  also  one  other  certain  Deed 
dated  2ud  day  of  July  1807,  executed  by  William  Crooker 
to  Jacobus  Monfoort  for  a  certain  piece  of  meadow  ground 
on  Washburn's  neck  on  the  Easterly  side  of  the  point  of 
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milaiul,  have  from  time  immemorial  ct  still  do  at  the  pres- 
eut  time,  claim  iV  enjoy  the  privilege  of  Stacking  their 
hay  on  the  said  point,  and  further  that  whatever  rights  and 
privileges  were  granted  by  Joseph  Smith  cV  others  to  Kich- 
ard  Titus  cV-  his  brother  Peter  Titus,  in  relation  to  the  said 
point  of  upland,  all  that  were  vested  in  the  said  Peter  are 
now  conveyed  in  a  direct  line  from  the  said  Peter  to  Jonas 
Denton. 

In  reference  to  the  above  statement  of  facts  and  circum- 
stances, the  referees  consider  that  the  most  important  point 
which  presents  itself  for  their  decision  is,  whether  the 
boundaries  describing  the  "certain  lot  of  salt  meadow  con- 
A'eyed  by  the  Deed  from  Joseph  Smith  cVr  others  to  Richard 
Titus,  do  actually  A:  by  certain  detiuite  bounds  cover  or  in- 
chide  the  said  "point  of  upland".  In  order  to  determine 
this  point,  it  will  in  the  first  place  be  necessar}'  to  compare 
the  boundaries  mentioned  in  the  said  Deed  <fc  by  which  the 
present  Peter  Titus  claims  title  to  the  said  point  of  upland, 
Avith  the  actual  situation  of  the  said  point.  The  Deed  to 
Eichard  Titus  purports  to  grant  &  convey  the  equal  half  of 
a  lot  of  salt  meadow,  bounded  on  the  east  by  Epenetus 
Piatt's  meadow,  on  the  South  h\  the  bay,  on  the  west  by 
Epenetus  Piatt's  meadow  <t  on  the  north  parth'  by  Samuel 
Denton's  meadow  and  partly  b}-  a  creek  that  lams  betAveeu 
AVashburns  neck  cV:  the  Cow  meadow.  Xoav  in  taking  a 
vieAv  of  the  point  of  upland  in  dispute,  it  evidently  appears 
that  the  boundaries  mentioned  in  the  said  Deed  do  not  fully 
inclose  the  point,  they  leave  an  opening  at  the  South  end 
of  nearly  half  the  width  of  the  said  point  where  it  is  con- 
nected A\ith  the  meadow  formerly  of  Epenetus  Piatt,  <^^  an- 
other opening  at  the  North  end  of  nearly  the  same  width 
where  it  terminates  at  the  mouth  of  the  road  that  leads  from 
this  point  of  upland  out  to  the  public  Highway.  The  Deed 
to  Eichard  Titus,  or  the  boundaries  therein,  upon  which 
Peter  Titus  relies  for  his  claim  to  the  said  point  of  upland. 
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only  conveys  a  certain  lot  of  salt  meadow,  it  has  no  ref- 
erence to,  nor  does  it  even  mention,  the  point  of  upland, 
the  meadow  of  Epenetus  Piatt  does  not  join  the  west  side 
of  the  meadow  of  Richard  Titus  untill  they  join  at  the 
south  end  of  the  point  of  upland,  at  or  near  the  middle  of 
the  point,  from  thence  the  two  meadows  join  until  they 
terminate  at  the  Bay.  In  order  to  make  a  compleat  en- 
closure of  the  point  of  upland  the  Deed  ought  to  have  been 
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bounded  on  the  north  partly  by  the  road  &  partly  by 
Denton's  meadow,  &  on  the  south  partly  by  Piatt's  meadow 
&  partly  by  the  Bay,  &  to  have  mentioned  the  "point  of 
upland"  by  which  name  it  was  generally  known  at  that  day. 
As  the  boundaries  are  now  described  in  the  Deed  it  would 
be  an  unnatural  stretch  &  contrary  to  all  established  prin- 
ciples of  the  doctrine  of  Conveyancing,  to  extend  the  lines 
sufficiently  to  make  a  complete  enclosure  of  the  point  of 
upland,  besides  the  peculiar  location  of  the  point,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  surrounding  salt  meadows,  renders  it  quite  rea- 
sonable to  infer,  that  it  has  been  preserved  as  a  convenient 
and  proper  place  to  be  held  in  common  for  all  the  owners 
of  the  meadows  on  the  easterly  side  of  said  point. 

It  is  therefore  the  opinion  of  the  referees,  upon  an  im- 
partial examination  &  on  due  consideration  of  all  the  facts 
(fe  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  subject  referred  to  them, 
that  tlie  boundaries  and  description,  of  a  certain  Lot  of 
Salt  meadow  mentioned  in  a  Deed  of  conveyance  dated  the 
thirtieth  day  of  May  1753  executed  by  Joseph  Smith,  Ben- 
jamin Smith,  Richard  Smith  i^'  James  Smith  to  Richard 
Titus,  canuat  be  so  construed  as  to  cover  (S:  include  a  cer- 
tain point  of  upland  now  in  Controversy  between  the  parties 
above  named ;  And  it  is  also  the  opinion  of  the  said  refer- 
ees, that  the  present  owners  of  the  meadows  on  the  eastern 
part  of  Washburn's  neck  who  derive  their  respective  claims 
&  titles  under  the  above  named  Samuel  Denton,  Richard 
Titus  &  his  brother  Peter  Titus  t^c  their  respective  heirs  & 
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successors,  are  respectively  equally  entitled  to  the  use  <fe 
occupation  of  the  said  piece  or  point  of  upland  above  re- 
ferred to.  And  as  to  the  remaining  owners  of  meadows  on 
the  east  side  of  the  said  neck,  who  may  claim  priviledges 
thereon,  we  can  say  nothing,  in  as  much  as  they  are  not 
parties  to  the  present  controversy  <t  as  their  respective 
titles  may  probably  speak  for  themselves.  In  witness 
whereof  we  the  said  referees  have  hereunto  set  our  hands 
this  twenty  second  day  of  Seventh  month  Eighteen  hundred 
A:  Twenty  six.

That  the  sum  of  Fifteen 
Thousand  Dollars  be  raised,  assessed   and   levied   in   the

1st  Under  said  Calls  since  July  2d  1802  in  the  Old 
Regiments  of  the  United  States  Army,  a  Bounty  of  Seven- 
ty five  dollars,  provided  that  such  bounties  as  have  already 
been  paid  to  them  l)y  the  Supervisor  be  first  deducted. 

2d  To  each  Volunteer  recruit  from  this  town,  since  the 
same  date  in  the  New  Regiments,  a  bounty  of  Fifty  dollars, 
provided  they  shall  not  already  have  received  the  like  sum 
from  said  Supervisor.

Considering  the  small  territorial  limits  of  District  No  10, 
and  consequently  the  small  amount  of  taxable  property 
therein,  namely — SGG.050.,  and  the  excessive  tax  required 
to  maintain  a  free  school  in  said  district,  pa3able  mainly 
by  but  ten  or  twelve  individuals,  it  appears  to  me  that  jus- 
tice demands,  and  the  cause  of  education  requires,  that 
such  enlargement  be  made,  thereby  equalizing  to  a  certain 
extent  the  taxes  required  for  support  of  a  good  free  pul)lic 
school,  in  said  district.  Districts  No  2  and  9  of  said  town, 
from  which  such  enlargement  is  proposed  to  be  made,  are 
districts  of  a  large  extent  of  territory,  and  also  a  large 
amount  of  taxable  property.  District  No  2  being  $268.600., 
and  District  No  9  $195.600.,  according  to  the  yearly  re- 
ports ending  Sep't  31st  1869.  Districts  requiring  but  a 
small  tax  to  support  a  free  school  the  gi-eater  portion  of 
the  year,  can  in  my  judgment,  well  contribute  a  small  por- 
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tion  of  tlieir  territory  to  aid  in  the  maintenance  of  a  school 
that  mnst  necessarily  be  closed  for  want  of  funds  to  keep  it 
in    operation,  and    at  the    same  time  not  materially  affect 
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or  diminish  their  own  means  of  support.  The  numl)er  of 
children  affected  by  the  proposed  alteration  is  small  in 
District  No.  9,  but  one,  and  No.  2,  but  6  or  8,  and  at  the 
same  time  decreasing  the  distance  from  School  House  for 
those  taken  from  District  No.  2,  and  placing  those  taken 
from  district  No.  9,  about  the  same  distance  as  at  present.

Beginning  at  an  angle  in  the  Highway 
which  passes  by  the  dwelling  House  of  James  P.  Smith  at  or 
near  Lakeville,  and  near  said  dwelling  House,  and  terminat- 
ing about  102f  feet  northward  from  the  northeast  corner  of 
the  Blacksmith  Shop  of  John  Velsor,  at  or  near  Westbury 
(  a  more  particular  description  of  said  road  is  hereto  an- 
nexed, and  referred  to,  as  a  part  of  this  appeal,)  on  the  ap- 
plication of  Silas  W.  Albertson  and  James  F.  Hegeman,  do 
hereby  appeal  from  the  said  determination  of  the  said  Com- 
missioners, and  pray  the  ai:)pointment  of  referees,  according 
to  the  form  of  the  Statute  in  such  case  made  and  provided, 
to  hear  and  determine  our  said  appeal.
